Mr. Lloyd George cancelled his pas­ 
sage on the Aquitania 
but 
has not 
abandoned 
his intention to come to 
this country to take part in the dis­ 
armament conference at a later date. 
It was expected that 
his 
departure 
from Britain would have to be post­ 
poned in view of the critical state of 
the Irish parley and the fact that he 
could not 
be in Washington 
at the 
opening of the great meeting, is really 
encouraging rather than 
otherwise, 
since it is said that the British pre­ 
mier intends to come later. 
That he 
will be able to do so does not seem to 
be an unreasonable hope. 
The Irish 
negotiations can hardly 
be dragged 
out very much longer. A decisive point 
must be reached soon, and although 
there will doubtless be many details 
to be arranged, the premier’s presence 
in England will hardly be required for 
these; or, to put it in another way, 
they will hardly be regarded as impor­ 
tant enough to keep him away from 
Washington altogether. 
Despite his unbroken, and altogeth­ 
er commendable, silence on the sub­ 
ject, there is probably nobody in this 
country who follows with greater in­ 
terest the 
events 
leading up to the 
Washington 
meeting than 
former 
President Wilson. 
It would probably 
be safe to say that not the least in­ 
teresting phase of the situation to Mr. 
Wilson is the question 
whether Mr. 
Lloyd George will be present or not. 
Doubtless Mr. Wilson’s

back often to his Paris days when he 
sat at the conference table with the 
British premier, 
and probably 
his

The hope that the latter will come

PLAN FOR CANADIAN LEGION 


W ar Organization* Approve Propoti 
tion to Amalgamate Ail Veterans 
Similar to American Body. 


The amalgamation of 
erans of Canada 
into 
Legion t<» be founded on principles 
similar to those 
of the American 
Legion has been approved by officials 
of 
the 
various 
war 
organizations. 
More than 10,000 leaders in the vet­ 
erans’ associations have pledged their 
support of the merger. 
It has been shown that one organi­ 
zation can operate more effectively 
and at less expense than a half a 
dozen organizations with a common 
interest and purpose. 
The merger 
will make possible a closer co-opera­ 
tion between the veterans and the 
Canadian government, which has al­ 
ready spent $84,000,000 in the estab­ 
lishment of returned soldiers on land. 
A recent report shows that 1*7.000 
Individual ex-service men have been 
benefited by tlie laws, the objects of 
which were soldier re-establishment 
and the development of the agricul­ 
tural resources of the dominion. 
Un­ 
der the law, any ex-service man eligi­ 
ble from a military standpoint, having 
seen service overseas, may apply for 
loans up to the maximum of $7,500 
for the following purposes: For the 
purchase of land, $4,500; for stock 
and equipment, $2,000; for permanent 
improvements, $1,000. 
If on incum­ 
bered land, the ex-soldler Is entitled to 
loons amounting to $5,000; if on free 
land, to loans amounting to $3,000. In 
the case of purchased land the settler 
must pay 10 per cent of the cost price 
of the iond as a guarantee of good 
faith.

“Ducks and drakes,” an expression 
used commonly in connection with a 
person who is heedless In money or 
business matters, has gained wide cir­ 
culation since it was first used among 
the Romans. 
Minucias Felix nud other ancient 
writers allude to a game of scaling 
oyster shells nr stones on the w*ater. 
If the stone emerged once it was said 
to be a “duck.” 
England adopted the game and gave 
the phrase Its present-day meaning. 
Just when it was first applied is not 
known. 
But it is well used in Henry 
Peacham’s book, “The Worth of a 
Penny,” published In London in 1047: 
“I remember in Queen Elizabeth’s 
time a wealthy citizen of London left 
his son a mighty estate in money, who, 
imagining he should never be able to 
spend it, would usually make ducks 
and drakes in the Thames river, with 
shilling pieces as boys are wont to 
do with litios and oyster shells. 
And 
iu the end he grew* to such extreme 
want that he was fain to beg or bor­ 
row a sixpence, having many times 
no more shoes than feet and some­ 
times having more feet than shoes.”
